On For Fifteen Months 

Leslie Hore-Belisha, former Secre- 
tary for War, in a speech at London, 
isaid qualified observers believe 
Japan's stocks of all principal war- 
making commodities are large enough 
to support participation in major con- 
flict for 15 months. 

“A great part of the striking 
power of the world is still on the side 
of the Axis,” he said, adding that 
natural resources now are overwhelm- 
ingly on the side of the Allies.
